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'Have a Heart’ program launched 
to implement defibrillator for 
Sien’a Madre Fire Department 


Sierra Madreans will have an opportunity to 
assist in augmenting both the emergency equipment 
and the training of the Volunteer Fire Department 
beginning Monday, Aug. 1. 

Sam Simpson will head the committee and Jan 
Maddox will assist in raising $15,000 for the pur¬ 
chase of two defibrillators, the second to be used as 
a backup on the backup ambulance. 

They have termed the campaign “Have a 
Heart,” since Fire Chief Edward Tracy explains 
that lives can be saved if, during the first four 
minutes, introduction of oxygen and “jump starting” 
the heart with the defribrillator, are applied. 

Dr. Russell Maatz, director of emergency 
medical services at Methodist Hospital in Arcadia 
and L.A. County base, station medical director, 
said, “We plan to begin teaching (the local EMTs 
in defibrillation) right after Labor Day. The sessions 
will be from four to. six hours each for two 
sessions. This equipment is almost fail safe. It works 
automatically. I have appointed Dr. David Tsai 
as medical director of the program and he will 
be assisted by Dr. Mike Agron who is also on the 
emergency medical team at Methodist.” Dr. Maatz 
will be backup since he is director of the pro¬ 
gram at the hospital. 

He continued, “Most fire departments imple¬ 
menting this program are bigger than Sierra Madre 
and many have a paid medical director. The Los 
Angeles County pilot project has 15 squads and 
Sierra Madre will b^ one of those squads as soon 
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as it is trained,” Maatz said. 

He also explained that there are three types of 
defibrillators made and that participants in Los 
Angeles, headed by Dr. Franklin Pratt, originator of 
the program, are reaching their own opinions of 
which of the three is the superior one. He also 
said that the entire program, which includes such 
accounterments as backup battery equipment, will 
cost $15,000. 

Dr. William White told The News, “This will 
give the EMTs a chance to defibrillate on the spot in 
the case of cardiac arrest and save some lives. It’s 
a new program. It looks like a good program. 
EMTs will be able to respond very rapidly.” 

White is an advanced cardiac life support in¬ 
structor, under the auspices of the American

Council passes ordinances 
for development fees 


Ordinance No. 1043, imposing development 
fees on all building in Sierra Madre, passed the 
'Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday evening. At 
the July 12 meeting the governing group adopted 
Ordinance No. 1042, the same ordinance, for an 
interim emergency measure. Ordinance 1043 goes 
into effect in 30 days, confirming the interim de¬ 
velopment fee of $1 per square foot for residential 
development and 25 cents per square foot for com¬ 
mercial or industrial development.

Beetle threatens extinction 
of area eucalyptus trees 


A one-inch-long, black beetle with a yellow zig¬ 
zag band on its wing could make sweeping changes 
in Sierra Madre. This beetle attacks weakened eu¬ 
calyptus trees and has already been found in this foot¬ 
hill town. 

Glenn Scrivner, staff research associate at the 
University of California, Riverside, told The News that 
the beetle was found in Orange County, Southern 
California, in 1984. It could have arrived via a 
plunuiria plant air shipped from Hawaii. Or it could 
have come in packing crates made of eucalyptus 
wood that come from South America. 

Scrivner says the beetle has been found in other 
parts of the world, in the Mediterranean, in South 
Africa, Hawaii, and, or course, Ausualia. 

California is the last area to be affected, he says. 
He also explains that the beetle probably reached 
Sierra Madre within the last year sooner or later 
and ultimately will travel to Northern California. 

The beetle is nocturnal, hiding in loose bark on 
the trees dunng the day and it can often be seen 
flocking around lights at night. The mature beetles 
mate and seek out weak eucalyptus trees, laying fa- 
iiltzed eggs under loose bark. 

Attack wmRi tr»M only 

“They are very selective in choosing weak trees, 
trees that are suffering from drought or those that 
have root disease,” Scrivner says. 

The eggs hatch no Iwar that bore down through 
the living bark to the cambrium If the tree is 
healthy, it will respond by producing kino which 
is a lap-like substance that flows into the galkrries 
containing the larvae and drowns the bugs An un¬ 
healthy tree is not able to produce kino, so the 


larvae continue into the cambrium and ultimately 
girdle the tree and kill it in a few weeks. After 
the initial attack, the tree turns brown in from two 
to six weeks. 

The tree usually remains standing after it is 
dead unless it is also affected by root disease. Then, 
as in the case of Maria and Joseph Feeney of 
Sierra Madre, the tree will simply fall over. However, 
the effects of the beetle do not cause the tree to 
fall. 

“Once the larvae mature, they bore a few 
inches into the wood, then they turn into pupae. 
They are in this stage for 20 days then come out 
of the tree as adult beetles, living for a week, 
and they start the cycle once more,” he says. Over 
the winter months they slow down and can more 
or less hibernate for from 90 days to six months. 

Is there a pesticide that can be sprayed on the 
tree as a protection or to kill the beetles after they 
attack? No. And that’s where Scrivner’s work emer¬ 
ges. He is trying to find natural enemies on the 
beetle and last year brought back from Australia 
an insec' parasite that attacks only this specific 
beetle. 

Fighter paraaltM being cultered 

Scrivner has the parasites under cuhurc, attempt¬ 
ing to colonize enough of them to take care of 
themselves, and therefore, begin the attack on the 
eucalyptus-killing prey. Scrivner guesacs it will take 
two to three years to get the program going. 

It there any way lo protect the eucalyptus trees? 
Scrivner suggests deep watering every two lo 
three weeks. He also says it is imperative lo remove 
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Caution for pets 

From time to time while shopping for 
groceries we see pets left in cars with 
wirulows partially roiled down, Just enough 
for the pet to get air (the owners think) 
but not enough for the dog to escape. 

That is one way to kill your best 
friend. 

Heatstroke is one of the most serious 
and widespread of health problems for 
pets, says the Southern California Veter¬ 
inary Medical Association (SCVMA) and in 
this prolonged heat spell it is a dangerous 
problem. Even with windows open the 
temperature inside a car can soar to as 
high as 130 degrees even though it may 
be 85 degrees outside. 

Animals left in fenced yards which 
may be shady only part of the day are 
also liable to have heatstroke. And in this 
weather, no one should take his or her 
animal to the beach. The veterinary associa¬ 
tion cautions that animals might become 
thirsty and drink sea water which has 
been known to cause brain damage, even 
death. 

Should an animal exhibit any of the 
symptoms of heatstroke, i.e., rapid respira¬ 
tion, increased salivation, along with a rise 
in body temperature, fast action is 
imperative. Dip the animal immediately 
in cool water or hose it for short periods. 
Other effective measures are allowing It 
to lick ice or cooling it slowly in an air 
conditioned room. Avoid sudden drafty 
air cooling. 

Any pet suffering from heatstroke 
should be seen promptly by a veterinarian, 
since the animal may be in shock and in 
need ot medical treatment. 

Warm weather also brings a dramatic 
increase in such insects as fleas, ticks, 
mites, gnats and mosquitos. 

The best way to control infestation is 
by daily grooming and careful inspection 
of the animal’s skin in order to detect 
the presence of parasites. It is advisable 
to consult a veterinarian who can pro¬ 
perly identify the culprit and take effect¬ 
ive measures not only to rid the 
animal but its entire surroundings 
of whichever pest is causing the problem. 
Mosquitos pose a special threat, since 
they can transmit the deadly disease 
heartworm which. If left untreated, may 
prove fatal in a dog which has not been 
vaccinated. Both respiratory and skin 
allergies are prevalent during the summer 
months. Relief can usually be obtained by 
consulting a veterinarian for the proper 
medication. 

Pets, particularly those with light 
colored coats, can also suffer from sun¬ 
burn.

If infected wood is saved for firewood, he sug¬ 
gests covering the woodpile with heavy plastic, seal¬ 
ing it thoroughly so that when the beetles 
come out of the wood they cannot escape and 
ultimately die. 

Koalo bears safe 

Because koala bears feed on eucalyptus trees, 
has the beetle threatened their lives? No, because 
the natural parasite and other predators keep the 
beetle under control in Australia. 

Scrivner notes that during the first year of infes¬ 
tation “things look terrible.” In the second year, 
however, the effect tapers off since most susceptible 
trees have to be picked off.
